J. That, if the Importer is a sole proprietary 
firm, the Indemnity-Cum-Surety Bond is 
to be executed by the Sole Proprietor of the 
said sole proprietary firm, along with his 
parentage and complete residential address. 

2- That, if the Importer is a partnership firm, 
the Indemnity-Cum-Surety Bond is to be 
executed in the name of the partnership 
firm, through the partners to be specified, 
or the Managing Partner, if so specified in 
the Partnership Deed, along with the address 
of the partners/Managing Partner, and the 
place where the Registered Office of the 
partnership firm is situated. 

3. If tfie Importer is a Limited Company, the
